GRIM SrrUATlON 
It would be difficult to exasger* 
ate the sravity of the present situa- 
tion in the Canadian House of 
Commons. As this column is writ* 
ten, on the evening of November 
30, the tension has eased somewhat, 
but it Is extremely serious, and in- 
evitably carries the most unpleas- 
ant undertones for the future of 
our country. 

Opinion in the capital now con- 
cedes that the present covemmcnt 
will most probably secure a vote of 
confidence on the Prime Minister's 
motion, callinR for support of the 
policy of sending a limited number 
of draftees overseas to reinforce 
our armies In Western Europe and 
Italy. Just how Ions it ^iil be be- 
fore the vote is taken is uncertain, 
but the government's support will 
probably increase as time, passes. 
Two Real Issues 

The more talking which is done 
on the subject of reinforcements 
and sending draftees overseas, the 
more obscure the real issues in the 
case become. These arc two, and 
the answers h.nve not yet come out 
of the House (allhough they may 
have been discussed in the secret 
session): why a^j^ only 16,000 draf- 
tees being sent, anid how will thee 
16.000 be chosen? The implications 
of the two questions arc extremely 
grave, for it is apparent that insuf- 
ficient rest periods have, up to now, 
been given to our overseas troops, 
and that any process of selection 
of draftees for service overseas is 
open to the crilcism of discrimina- 
tion. 

No one con criticize the govern- 
ment for its present liesilancies 
without being aware that it has 
been facing . extreme .difficulties: 
protest marches on the West Coast 
(which turned into near mutiny) 
and even in the capital have'poinl- 
ed to that. One cannot, however, al- 
low General McNaughton's remarks 
at one point In the House to pass 
without comment. If this reporter 
heard correctly, the Minister of De- 
fence stated that his plan of in- 
creasing voluntary enlistments had 
failed, because he had not received 
the support of the press and the 
people of Canada. It is sometimes 
difficult to understand public feel- 
ing: in this case, however, It was 
clearly a case of the people want- 
ing action, and not being prepared 
to accept a further trial and delay 
of an outmoded system. 

Popular Feeling Intense 

Public opinion in Ottawa is run- 
ning very high and the House gal- 
leries have been crowded at every 
public session. There has been 
cheering, and a great deal of hand- 
clapping from, the public galleries. 
Since all of this Is illegal, and sub- 
ject to disciplinary action, the ex- 
tent to which feeling is aroused 
may be imagined. 

None of this discussion can save 
a single life overseas. What is re- 
quired Is constructive action now. 
Right or wrong, the issue can be 
fought out afterwards, and heads 
will fall then if necessary, but now 
is the time to get Ihe reinforcements 
to the front. 

Colonel Ralston has clearly in- 
dicated the extent of the need; it 
is up to the present Minister of De- 
fence to make certain the need it 
filled.

Radio Workshop 
To Make Record 
Of Oboler Script 

'The People March* 
Is Fifth Production 
Of Current Season 



The McGill Radio Workshop will 
record "Hie People March," a 30 
minute radio drama by the Amer- 
ican playwright Arch Oboler. at 
the studios of the Canadian Broad 
casting Corporation in the King's 
Hall Building, 1231 St. Catherine 
Street West, at 2 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon, 

'The People March" is one of a 
séries of 19 radio plays collected 
under the title "Freedom Theatre,' 
which are the work of a group of 
American radio dramatists who call 
themselves the Hollywood Writers 
Mobilization. These plays have been 
published for the use of student, 
amateur, and non-profit radio or- 
ganizations, who may broadcast or 
record them at any time on any 
non-commercial program,- for the 
duration of the present war, with- 
out iipyment ot any rqyalty or other 
performance fee. The Workshop has 
already recorded ''The Second Bat- 
tle of Warsaw," by Irving Ravetch, 
and "My Mothers Never Weep," 
by William Kozlcnko, out of this 
collection. 

This recording will be the fifth 
thus far undertaken by the Work- 
shop, stated a press release issued 
late last night by the Workshop's 
president, Victor C, Goidbloom.

pathology to that of psycho- 
neurosis, so will the present war 
bring a change of attention of , 
doctors from the problems of the 
individual which now absorbs 
tiicni to the much broader and 
vastly more important field of 
social psychology. It was em- 
phasized that however hard it may 
be for him as an individual, the 
doctor of the post-war era must to 
a certain extent get out of the 
laboratory and into the world, to 
devote his attention to the social 
problems, of the world around him. 
In doing so, he must work hand in 
glove with psychologists and socio- 
logists; men whose work the doctor, 
due to the difference between their 
training and discipline, has been In- 
clined in the past to look down 
upon, but whose' contributions to 
social and medical problems have 
been great. 

Due to the experience gained In 
his posiiton as consulting psychi- 
atrist to the British Army, Briga- 
dier Rees is particularly qualified 
to speak on this subject in that 
the success of group experiments 
carried on by the Army is an indi- 
cation of the possible, success ot 
psychiatric methods to be used on 
social groups after the war. 

Talking of the problems of ihe 
Army medical services, two diffi- 
culties were noticed. First there 
were problems ot the individual 
and the group which cropped up. 
These might be due to many causes, 
those cited being the anxiety ot

Good Work, McGill

The McGill Daily csmc up with important 
news in ils issue of November 15. In a banner 
headline, the newspaper announced that "Stud- 
ent's Society Supports Council." This was- in re- 
ference to a motion pnsfcd by the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council "respectfully" requesting the Sen- 
ate to admit eligible Canadian-born Japanese 
student.?. Since the beginning of the Pacific War 
In 1941, such students had been refused admit- 
tance to the Montreal university. 

The two luindrcd and fifty McGill students 
attending the meeting did noL stop here, how- 
ever, but followed up with a further resolution 
to form a committee to guard against racial dis- 
crimination. The resolution stated: "Moved 
that whereas wc, the students of McGill Uni- 
versity are opposed to all forms of racial dis- 
crimination; and whercfi.» racial discrimination 
has been used in the past; that, a committee be 
set up to watch and study siirh possible discri- 
mination; and that if such discrimination is 
found it shall be brought to the attention of the 
Students' Executive Council, who shall call a 
meeting to rectify .such discrimination." 

Good work McGill. Well done. The number 
of students participating in the meeting, the 
first to be lielrl in a year and a half, and the in- 
terest shown in the matter, demonstrate only too 
clearly the nattiral leaning of the student body. 
Moreover too, the diplomatic method and the 
sincere purpose, absent of hj'steria and clamour, 
attending the meeting is a credit to the univer- 
sity. We noted too, that, all campus organiia- 
tions, including the Veterans' Society, have 
pledged their support. 

Whether the request of the Student Body 
will be acted upon by the Senate is still n matter 
for speculation. But the influence the resolutions 
will have on the Canadian public should not be 
under estimated. Another gesture of sincerity of

From the University 
of Montreal 



As years go by women are tak- 
ing a more prominent part in all 
fields. Education Is no exception. 

Though not as numerous as at 
McGill, the number of women at- 
tending classes at the University of 
Montreal is continually increasing. 
The various faculties are opening 
their doors to them, and with time 
the fields of learning from which 
they are presently barred will 
welcome them— more or less enthu- 
siaslicnlly! 

All the faculties of the Univer- 
sity ,ire now open lo them, with 
the exception of the Polytecnic 
school, where the feminine element 
has not yet explored the "inner 
sanctums" of ' engineering. This 
year 450 women students are re- 
gistered at the University of Mont- 
real. All "college" students, as you 
know, are not included in this 
number. 

The faculty of letters, comprising 
both partttime and full-time stu- 
dents, has 188 women. The evening 
course in Social. Political and 
Economic Sciences fellows closely 
with 103 feminine registrations. The 
faculty of Philosophy has 40, Diete- 
tics has 28. There are as many do- 
ing post-graduate work in Science. 
Medicine has 20 future women 
physicians, while" the School of 
Hygiene and Nursing . has 18. 



Pharmacy appealr '3 young wo- 
men, and 0 arc y studying 
for their law c The School 
ot Higher Com....>'cial Studies, 
Optometry and Dental Surgery 
have one each. 

Such arn the statistics as regards 
women students at the University 
ot Montreal. 

As to the student organizations, 
they are mixed. The faculty asso- 
ciations may have women as well 
ns men in executive pnsilion.s. How- 
ever the General Student Associa- 
lioii, A.G.E.U.M., excludes women 
both from office and from member- 
ship. 

To compensate for this drawback, 
women are permitted to share such 
advantages, as concerts, debates, 
sports, dances, and so on. 

As yet we have not formed any 
strictly feminine organizations, but 
we hope before long lo form an as- 
sociation similar to your Women's 
Union, which would link tha now- 
scattered feminine element. 

Although we have a distincUon 
made between men and women In 
our general student association, 
nevertheless we enjoy in all 
branches Ihe same privileges and 
we partake in the same activities 
as the men, and this always in a 
spirit of true comradship.

' NEW PARK FOR CHAMPS 
The high-flying St. Louis Cardinals, winners of the last World 
Series. £Te planning to build a new park of their o^vn as soon as 

materials and labour are available In sufficient quantity. Sam 
Breadon, president of the Club, has £iinouncod the purchase of 13 
acres of a central location in St. Louis and the tentative architectural 
plans, which will make the new park, according to Breadon, "the 
last word In post-wtr baseball construction." 

The seating capacity will only exceed thtl of Sportsman's Park, 
the present home of both the Cards and Browns, by a few thousand, 
but it will have more grandstand and box seats. The told capacity 
is expected, therefore, to run around 30,000 to 40,000. The diamond 
will be laid out similar to the one at Sportsman's Park, with uniform 
distances from the baiter's box to right and left fields, which will 
measure approximately 350 feel at the foul lines. It Is estimated that 
Breadon's investment in the venture will toUl $1,250^000. 

THE CUBS CASH IN 

The Chicago Cubs received two pleasant windfalls from Uncle 
Sam with the discharge of two of their former regulars from the 
ser\'lces, Mickey Livingston and Peanuts Lowrey. Livingston came 
to Chicago in a swap for Bill Lee some two years ago. He gained 
the first-string catching Job from the coiUidcnt and skilled Clyde 
MeCullougb and was particularly effective Ihroughoul the 1943 season 
until his Induction. The two were close enough together in ability 
that either could have carried on, except that McCullough went 
into the Navy about the same time Mickey Joined the Army. Liv- 
ingston is expected to report in good shkpe as he's been active at 
the game with the Army ever since he left the Cubs. Lowrey was 
the Cubs' regular centre fielder In 1943 until he went Into the 
Army. Though small in stature, he was a dependable hitter and 
will add a great deal to the offensive department. 

UARTNETTS RECORD EYED 

Veteran catchers, Al Lopei of the Pittsburgh Pirates and Rick 
Ferrell of the Washington Senators, will this year be eyeing the 
major league catching record of 1.973 games .«.et by Gabby HiTtnett. 
Appearing behind the plate in 115 games In 1944, Lopez pushed his 
total to 1,714 games, only 70 contests short of Harlnetfs mark. 
Cstching In 06 games. Ferrell wound up the 1844 campaign with 
a total ol 1,686 games, leaving him 107 games behind the all-time 
mark, which he also may reach next year. 

Even if he falls to disturb HRTlnetfs mark, Ferrell is almost a 
cinch to break the American League record of 1,721 set by Bay 
Sehalk of the White Sox in 17 seasons. 

Should the Pirate catcher pass Harlnetfs record next season, 
he win hare accomplished the achievement In four less years than 
required by the present Jersey City manager. Hartnett caught in 
the Big Tent for 20 years, while 1045 will mark Lopert sixteenth. 
Next year will be No. 17 for Ferrell

the individual, taken from his fam- 
ily and placed In the army, more 
object reasons, such as the case of 

men with relatives living in bomb- 
ed-out areas, and the depression 
often found in men who have lived 
in a civilized atmosphere, and who 
are now being trained to kill. Then 
there are the problems ot the doc- 
tors, who are for the most part in- 
dividualists, and who must now 
consider the welfare of the group 
when proposing treatment for an 
individual. Doctors who interest 
themselves in special and rare dis- 
eases must now concentrate on such 
common things as flat feet, neu- 
roses, and other common complaints 
which have a much greater rela 
tlve importance in the army and, 
as a point ot interest,, to industry 
and the country in general. 

Mentioning the actual role play- 
ed by psychiatry in thé war. Brig. 
Recs spoke of the system of priori- 
ties employed by the army. Under 
this system treatment has always 
had a relatively low priority until 
recently when' the men salvaged by 
psychiatric treatment have formed 
a substantial addition to the avail- 
able manpower. The top priorities 
in order of their relative Import- 
ance are selection, efficient, train- 
ing,^ and maintenance ot morale. 

In speaking ot selection, Brig. 
Rees praised the Canadian Army 
system as one of the best he has 
seen. Selection, it was noted, can 
play an important part In post-war 
social psychiatry. The man fitted 
into the proper Job is a happy man 
and is less inclined to suffer from 
neuroses. Selection Is also of im- 
portance in the fitting ot the dull 
man and the man suttering from 



chronic neuroses into Jobs where 
they feel that they are useful and 
are being taken care of. 

Special emphasis was made of 
the fact that a man who has been 
rejected iiy any branch of the army 
for psychological reasons is not 
necessarily in any way unfit tor re- 
sponsibilities In civil life. 

In training, the psychiatrists have 
abolished the old blood-and-guts 
hate-provoking, battle training sys- 
tems. The system ot conditioning 
men to battle gradually has been 
Instituted. 

At all times morale has been re- 
cognized as the central matter in 
war. It has three cardinal points. 
First there is the having of an ade- 
quate aim and purpose in fighting. 
For this, purpose army educational 
systems have been instituted. Then 
there must be a sense of compet- 
ence and value. The right man must 
have the right Job, and this stems 
from. proper selection. Lastly, the 
men must believe that they matter 
in the groiip. For this, good leader- 
ship is necessary, together with a 
proper fclationship between offi- 
cers and men. Contrary to popular 
opinion discipline will not produce 
morale. On the contrary, good dis- 
cipline is the natural result ot good 
morale. 

Psychiatry has its responsibilities 
in the post-war world. Mutilated 
men and returned veterans must be 
readjusted to peacetime, and the 
many problems which will certain- 
ly crop up in the post-war world 
must be aided in their solution by 
the psychiatrist. It has been shown 
by the Army that the same treat- 
ment which is given individuals 
may be given to groups. What can 
be done in the Army may certain- 
ly be done to solve civilian pro- 
blems, and this certainly bodes well 
for Psychiatry in the future.

Christian experience should make 
tor the oneness of mankind, trans- 
cending national, social and racial 
bounds.

The University Tradition 

By Prof T. J. HAARHOFF 

A modern historian has said: "It 
Is a mistake to suppose that peopla 
think. They merely wobble with 
the brain; or sometimes the brain 
doesn't wobble." But if a Univer- 
sity does not teach its students to 
think, it is tailing in its duty. To- 
day we see people advocating varl 
ous ways of how to think, and 
there the University Tradition can 
assist Is. For there is such a thing 
as a University Tradition and it is 
only if we are aware ot it that we 
can truly build our own tradition 
In Johannesburg. 

If we accept the way in which 
Cardinal Newman Interpreted the 
University spirit In his 'Idea ot 
a University," we shall agree that 
the first University of Western 
Europe was that of Plato, and we 
should remember that it lasted 
016 years — longer thtn any mod 
em university so far. Before, the 
Greek society in "Europe was 
largely dominated by fear and 
tabu; reason was restricted by the 
Cake of Customs and to depa-t 
from the rigid tribal pattern was 
to risk death or exile. But the 
philosophers ot Ionia sought to in- 
terpret life in the clear light of 
Reason, defying the only element 
in life: there were things, in their 
view, both below and above logical 
argument. But to them Reason 
must remain the touchstone for 
any philoiophy worthy of the 
name. It is the guide of civilized 
man. It is — or should be — the 
tmlversal link between men, the 
thing that distinguishes men from 
the brute creation. It is this — in 
part, at least — that Hcrcales or 
Ephesus calls logos; a- word that 
is used by St. John in the New 
Testament and quite inadequately 
translated by "the Word." 

Plato has explained what is meant 
by a universal principle based on 
reason: a conception that very few 
people understand. The man who 
seeks a 'universal" and learns to 
distinguish it from cllche's and 
headlines and demagogic rhetoric, 
must have courage. Ho must follow 
the argument "whithersoever it 
leads" — even if the result is con- 
trary to his own 'sentiment or 
brings him unpopularity because it 
is contrary to the sentiment ot the 
community. He must be honest and 
not attempt to avoid conclusions 
that disprove his theory. He must 
be patient and not neglect any part 
of the evidence. He must be 
'synoptic" or "holistic" in his out- 
look, taking all factors into ac- 
count. He must not be influenced 
by group-emotion or personal pre- 
dilection. He must ensure only one 
thing so tar as he can: the Truth. 

That is the high calling ot the 
student and if he subordinates this 
ideal to group-interests (as poli- 
ticians or group-leaders would 
have him do) he is being untrue to 
the University tradition. 

But besides the Universal, we 
have also the ethical universal; and 
each must reinforce the other. 
Ethical qualities have already been 
introduced but we must also 
realize that the fundamental 
moral law.';, too, are universal. 



The intellect alone. In this Ma- 
chine Age, which has allowed 
scientific invention to outrun morel 
development will lead us to the 
abyss. Here, too, the Greeks show- 
ed us the way and the higher reli- 
gions have reinforced and vivified 
the principle. There cannot be one 
Justice for group A and another 
justice tor group B. The greatest 
figures of antiquity were those who 
combined the moral law with the 
Intellectual law; and this produced 
the conception of humanltas — the 
basis of civilised life which respects 
personality and emphasises the 
links between man and man and 
between man and God. 

Diametrically opposed to these 
conceptions that make up the Uni- 
versity Tradition arc the teachings 
that would urge us to think in 
terms of domination and to treat 
human beings as cogs in a wheel; 
that would have us think with the 
blood and discard the reason in 
blind adoration of a Fuehrer. 

Well, we are seeing today' where 
those teachings are leading in Eu- 
rope. D. H. Lawrence in literature 
and Hitler in politics and every- 
thing else, inoculated the doctrine 
ot thinking with the blood. Emotion- 
al prejudice is given a charter; and 
not universal ethics, but the ethics 
of the wolt-pack are encouraged. 
Any University student worthy of 
the name should be ashamed to 
follow this pseudo-philosophy: for 
it leads to the distortion of science 
history and literature in the in- 
terests of the group: that is to say, 
real science, history and literature 
cease to exist, just as real religion 
makes way for the primitive Na 
tional God. 

The confused alarums and cxcur' 
sions ot our time tend to blind us 
to principles. But it is the duty of 
the University student to uphold 
principle against prejudice. He has 
a sacred trust reposed in him by 
the great University Spirits ot the 
past to be true to that mission 
That is the service those can do 
who have not directly been in 
volved In the war — a war whose 
spiritual issues affect all ages. It is 
this tradition that must be re- 
established in our ou-n as well as 
in the enemy countries if the foun- 
dations of the future are to be made 
secure. . . .: . ♦
